CROMWELL SPRING MEETING. 

The annual Spring Meeting, held under the 
auspices of the Cromwell Jockey Club, came i 
off on Friday last, 3rd inst. The weatW on 
the day before the meeting was cold and 
bleak, but Friday morning showed more 
hopeful signs, and eventually it proved one , 
of the finest days we have enjoyed this sea- 
son. The number of people who assembled 
to witness the day’s sport could not have 
been far short of 400, of whom a considerable 
number came from Clyde. Amongst the 
latter, we could not help noticing that the 
'Clyde Corporation mastered nearly in full 
strength. A large number of ladies from all 
parts of the district, tempted by the fine 
weather, doubtless, also graced the course by 
their prraence, and greatly added to the en- 
joyability of the day’s proceedings. The 
stand was very well patronised during the 
races, but mostly by the “ lords of creation,” 
the ladies on the Cromwell Racecourse, as 
a rule, preferring to witness the various con- 
tests from their buggies, or from horseback. 

There was a little more ex.citement in the 
way of betting than took place on the Dun- 
stan Racecourse, although the amount of 
the “ sweeps” got off the previous evening, 
and which to a great e:stent rules the betting, 
did not equal the amount got eff at Clyde. 
Rumour has it that the knowing ones suf- 
fered moat severely in what few'transactions 
there were, a result always hailed with satis- 
faction by the leas favoured multitude. As 
will be seen by our report below, Mr Haz- 
lett’e Brunette pulled off the principal event 
of the day, the difference in the weight on 
this occasion upon Wild Manx Boy appa- 
rently telling against him. Many were of

The Booth, under the management of Mr 
Heron, did a good business during the day, a 
result quite deserved by the excellent arrange- 
ments made.

Mining news I have none for the past week ; 
owing to the races, I suppose, but little work 
has been done. Even our coal-pit appears to 
be at a standstill, if one may judge by the 
complaints of the inhabitants about the diffi- 
culty of being supplied with fuel. It is a 
great pity that this pit is not worked more 
energetically : it is no doubt a very valuable 
property, but has been mismanaged from the 
first. The bed has every appearance of being 
of great extent, and the seams are wide ana 
well-defined ; the coal is good ; the working 
dry and easy, and the situation convenient ; 
— what more can be wanted than perseverance 
and a small amount of capital expended, in 
order to render it not only a source of revenue 
o the proprietor, but a means of conducing 
to the welfare and permanence of the district ? 

The races have here as elsewhere been the 
principal subject of attention lately. Your 
correspondent will not intrude on your own 
ground by any remarks about them, but can- 
not help expressing his pleasure at seeing 
them so well attended, as, whatever may be 
the tendency of the sport in more populous 
communities, .there can be no doubt, in iso- 
lated places like those in which we live, almost ' 
anything that draws the inhabitants from" 
: their often solita^ pursuits, and causes them 
' for a time to mingle with their fellow-men 
and feel the pleasure of each other’s society, 
cannot fail to strengthen our fellow-feeling 
and enlarge our views of life. There ap- 
peared to be a larger number than usual of 
our Clyde friends present, the elegance of 
whose appointments rather puts us “ up the 
country.” Even the old family-coach, yel- 
low--colour, was conspicuous among their 
equipages, and shone with royal .splendour 
in the blazing sun with which, for the first 
time for three years, we were favoured at 
j our Spring Meeting.

October 4, 1873. 

Since my last, nothing new has transpired 
in connection with mining matters, and con- 
sequently I have little to chronicle, except 
that every claim is in full work, with plenty 
of water. In fact, mining matters never 
looked healthier than at present. The Rock- 
side claim is to be started again this week, 
after haying been idle some nine montlis, the 
squabbling element having disposed of their 
interest in this claim to Mr William Black- 
well, w’ho, I hope, will reap a rich harvest. 
It will be worked with water from the old 
Ida Valley race, which cost so much money 
a few years since, and which is at present 
owned by a few Dunedin gentlemen. Black- 
well and party have agreed to pay £6 a week 
for the use of the water (about three heads). 

I suppose we may conclude that horse-rac- 
ing is all over in this neighbourhood for a 
time. I don’t think we ever had so much of 
that kind of sport in one year before. Manx 
Boy was certainly very lucky at Alexandra 
and Clyde, but he appears to have had the 
wind taken completely out of his sails with 
yon. Some of the Alexandraites are pulling 
rather long faces at tlie result, probably be- 
cause it touched their pockets ; bvlt this could 
not have been the case to any very great ex- 
tent, for we have veiy few racing men in our 
midst. Even the owner of Cressidore was 
satisfied to go quietly back to h's business 
after having suffered one defeat ; and per- 
haps he is better at his business than at 
hovse-raciiig. 

I see by advertisement that the “Alexandra 
Folfy” is to bo sold bypublicauotionon the 6th 
inst. The auctioneer will assuredly have to 
exert himself to the utmost to realise a tithe 
of the first expense. It may be that some of 
your readers will wonder what the “ Alexan- 
dra Polly” consists of. Well, I will inform 
them. It consists of four 400- gallon malt 
tanks. The spirited firm of Messrs Theyers 
and Beck, brewcis, of this place, persuaded 
the Alexandra Council that these tanks were 
admirably suited for holding water. The 
Council took the bait, bought them, had two 
erected in each ward, fitted with brass taps, 
and had painted on them these words : To 
BE USED IN CASE OF FIRE ONLY. For which 
purpose, however, I am pleased to say they 
were never required ; but even if they had 
been, the blank face of the first man who 
arrived to dra'w a bucket of water may be 
imagined when he found the tap declined to 
work, or (as was the case in some instances) 
no water in the tank. I believe the “ Folly” 
cost the ratepayers something over “ a cen- 
tury.” 

There is a rumour afloat here that the 
Town Council intend to deprive those who 
liave gardens of the use of water from the 
Corpoiatioii race. Should such be the case, 
the green spots about here, of which there 
ai-e certainly not too many as it is, will very 
soon become like the re.st of the flat,— a sandy 
desert. However, I can say no more on this 
subject until bettor informed.

The prospectus of the Walton Park Coal 
and Pottery Co. has been issued, adding yet 
.mother to the numerous list of companies 
floated during the past few months. The 
object of the Walton Park Co. is the working 
of the well-known coal-pit at Green Island, 
where, under the management of Mr Pollock, 
extensive operations have been carried on for 
some time back. Tlie capital of the company 
is fixed at £28,fX)0, in sliares of £1 each, 
although it is ac preceat intended to call up 



October 7, 1873. 
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only 7s. 6d. per share. The pit is at present 
down between 209 md 300 feet, and the coal 
procured from it is of a superior quality. 
The price given by the provisional directors 
for the property on behmf of the company is 
£4600,' this including the very complete 
machineiqi and other requisites in connection 
with the pit. Shares are already being nume- 
rously applied for, and ns everything is in 
working order, and working proceeding with- 
out interruption at the mine, the investment 
should meet with favour at the hands of the 
public. In addition to the coal business, it 
18 intended to enter in a systematic manner 
into the manufacturing of pottery, a valuable 
seam of fire clay having been found on the 
property. 

'The City Council, nt its meeting on Wed- 
nesday, had again under considerafion the 
offer of Messrs Webb and Fulton to lay a 
tramway from Princes-street to the Water of 
Leith. The Public Works Committee recom- 
mended that the offer be declined ; and the 
Council agroeing with the Committee’s re- 
commendation, decided against the adoption 
of the street tramway system in the city. 

It seems probable that we shall ere long 
! have a Town-hall added to the many fine 
buildings which Dunedin already possesses ; 
and judging from the unanimity which pre- 
vailed among the City Councillors when Cr. 
Reeves’s motion was brought forward affirm- 
ing the desirability of expending the sum of 
£20, (XX) in its erection, it will be a building 
not excelled in the Colonies, except by the 
Melbourne Town-hsU. A Committee of the 
City Council has been appointed to make all ne- 
cessary preliminary enquiries, and afterwards 
to report to the Council. Another new build- 
ing which is to be proceeded with immediately 
is the Temperance Hall. The site chosen is 
in Moray-Place West, and the building is to 
cost about £2000. The Temperance Advocate 
of the present month uiges upon the mem- 
bers of the various societies in the Province 
the necessity of their taking an interest in 
the proposed building, and making applica- 
tion for shares in the company by which it is 
to be erected — (the Temperance Hall Co., 
Limited) — pointing out that as a license has 
been granted for the refreshment rooms of 
the Friendly Societies’ Hall (Queen’s Theatre), 
there is a double necessity of a building being 
erected to meet the requirements of the 
various Societies in existence fur the further- 
ance of temperance principles. 

South British Insurance shares have slightly 
recovered from their depression consequent 
on the advent of the National Co. Auckland 
uotations are only £2 2s. 6d. to £2 5s., but 
heard of a parcel of thirty having been sold 
in Dunedin during the week at £2 lOs. 

We have had a return of wintry weather of 
the moat dreary description. For the past 
week cold biting winds and driving sleet 
have been prevalent, and this too with the 
fruit trees white with blossoms. It is to 
be hoped that this is the finishing touch of 
the winter, for we have certainly had a fair 
share of wet for one season. 



Port Darwin Realities. 

( Wariiambool Examiner. ) 

We have been shown the following extract 
from a letter, dated August 4, from Port 
Darwin to a gentleman here, and for the sake 
of those who have the “ Northern fever,” we 
publish it : — “ My first impressions are any- 
thing but favourable, and at the present time 
I candidly confess there is no opening for 
individual exertions. Up to the present 
time nothing but reefs have been discovered, 
and the most of those are formed into com- 
panies — in fact, I may say that up to the 
present there are no private individuals in 
possession of a claim. The consequence is 
that 95 per cent, of the population are sent 
over here under engagement to the different 
companies. They all arrive completely 
equipped, with horses, drays, tools, and pro- 
visions for the twelve months, and the re- 
sult is that there are neither stores on the 
reefs, or accommodation houses on the road ; 
hence yon will perceive that it is impossible 
for any solitary individual to carry his swag, 
and make for the diggings as we used to do 
in the days of yore. No doubt, if things turn 
out favourably, this will rectify itself ; but 
unless alluvial diggings are discovered, 1 
Would not give much for the future chances. 
The climate is the hottest 1 have yet experi- 
enced, and the mosquitoes and sand-flies arc 
absolutely maddening. Add to this the fact 
that a person dare not go bathing on account 
of the alligators. . . . Things may alter 
for the better, but at the present any money 
that is made must be got at the risk of health 
and life. The last season has been a very 
sickly one — yellow fever, and fever and ague, 
being very prevalent, and several parties 
dying. There is no nourishing food in the 
Territory. Live stock or fresh meat is not 
procurable ; salt meats only being obtain- 
able.” 

The BrisKane UoiiWcr, in publishing some 
news regarding tlie Northern Territory, says ; 
— “The greatest drawback to the progress of 
the district, at least by means of a Euro- 
pean population, is the climate, which, our 
informant assures us, is ‘ something dread- 
ful,’ and quite a bor to any extensive or per- 
manent occupation by whites. Wlien tbs 
Gothenburg left, Port Darwin fever was very 
prevalent, and numbers were arriving weekly 
from the diggings suffering also from the 
ague. The climate, in fact, is stated to be so 
unsuited to whites that the development of 
the Territory’s great resources will have to 
be eventually carried on by means of Asiatic 
labour, which is easily obtain.able, as the 
Malays even at present very largely visit 
Port Darwin and the vicinity in their proas, 
and are extensively employrd in the pc.arl 
and b^nh-de-mer fi-iherics,'' 
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r. : The Gold Duty. ' 

In apealcirig to Mr O’Jfeiira' njr>^ipn^t(j tire 
ofToct tliaik . the gotil duty be' reduce^^4i P®’^ 
bance, and alao to Mr Sheehat^'a amendment 
that power be given to Provincial Legialatnrea 
flo to reduce it, if they found it expedidnt, Mr 
Pyke is reported in Ha^iaari aa foUowa ; — 

Mr Pyke had to apologize' for intruding 
Iiimaelf upon tlio' notice of the Honae so aoon 
after taking hia aeat, but honorable members 
would excuse hini when they considered the 
importanoe of the subject, and the known in- 
terest which he tiook in it. He apprehended 
that the naatter immediately before the Hooae 
was the amendment. He could not vole for 
it, for, in the first place, it seemed to him a 
total avoidance uf the question at iasue j and, 
in the second, it was giving to the Provinces 
something which they already, had, because, 
if the Provincial Legislatures thought fi| to 
reduce the duty on gold, they could do so by 
allowing an equivalent drawback to, b^or- 
ters. Therefore they might thank the mover 
of the amendment for nothing. Another ob- 
jection which he had to it was that it would 
he throwing a bone of contention among the 
Provinces ; and, ^hile it would no doubt 
lead to quarrelling between the Provincial 
Legislatures, it would also have the effect, if 
the Legislature of one Province reduced the 
duly and the Legislature of another did not, 
of opening a wide door to smuggling. There- 
fore he should record hia vote against the 
amendment. With regard to the main ques- 
tion at issue, he had not had the pleasure of 
hearing all the remarks of other honorable 
members on the subject, and, if he trod over 
ground already occupied, this must be hia 
excuse. He had heard it argued that day 
that this was not a class tax, and could not 
think the honorable member who used that 
argument was well acquainted with Johnson 
and the meaning of the words “class tax,'!, 
because if they meant anything they meant 
a tax imposed upon 'one class of the com- 
munity alone. The gold duty was so im- 
posed, and was therefore a class tax in the 
true sense of the word. He would as soon 
oppose an export duty upon wool as upon 
gold. If it was wrong in the one case it was 
wrong in the other. Each was a class tax. 
They had heard a great many reasons why 
this tax should not be reduced, by honorable 
membei'S who happened to represent impe- 
cunious Provinces, on account of the. effect 
which it would have upon those Provinces. 
That was theactionof the bushranger, “Stand 
and deliver.” Because these Provinces were 
impecunious, you must give them the duty. 
“We want; you have; deliver unto^ us,” 
"Why should the prosperity of one Province 
be crushed by a tax in.cirder that another 
mi.ght exist with the aid of it ! The honor- 
able member for Bgmor.t was reported in 
Haiisanl to have said, " If the honorable 
member for Hokitika could sl\ow him th.at 
one ounce less gold had been dug, or would 
bt dug, out of the ground on account of the 
duty, he would give him his vote,” A great 
many ounces of gold were not dug out of the 
ground through this tax. Perhaps the honor- 
able member did not sufficiently recognise 
the fact that, under this tax, he ])aid most 
who got the least. The man who got a few 
pennyweights of gold a week-^and there 
■were thousands whose weekly earnings did 
not exceed 20s. or 25s, — could not afford 
even a small proportion of it to he taken ; 
while the man who was sweeping in pounds 
weight a week did not feel the tax at all. It 
avas easier to give a slice from a loaf than a 
few crumbs from a slice of bread. It had 
been argued that the distillers might just as 
well raise a cry for the abolition of the duty 
imposed upon them. Why, the distillers 
were protected by foreign duties, and there 
was no reason for their doing so. The same 
argument had been used by the tobacco 
growers, and the reply was the same. They 
had, in the gold miners, a class which had 
contributed more to the prosperity of New 
Zealand than any other class within its bor- 
ders, and they asked that they should no 
longer be placed under class taxation, but 
under the same standard of taxation as their 
fellow-subjects. On these grounds, he should 
certainly record his vote for the original 
motion, and against the amendment. 



Deform in the Upper House. 

During the Ministerial Statement made by 
Mr Vogel in the House on Sept. 19, in con- 
nection with the throwing out by the Legis- 
lative Council of the Provincial Loans Em- 
powering Bill, that gentleman is reported to 
have spoken as follows : — 

“ I will now proceed to consider the evi- 
dences that a reform of the Council is needed. 
I have already stated, generally, that the 
Council has for some time inclined to under- 
take duties which belong to this branch of 
the Legislature, There is always an assump- 
tifjn upon the part of members of the other 
Chamber that they represent, and especially 
that the Council represents, the propertied 
interests of the country, I tliink it is our 
duty to deny the justice of ady such .assump- 
tion. Members of this House, if they duly 
discharge their duties as the representatives 
of the whole country, Represent alike each of 
the varied interests of the country — the min- 
ing, the labouring, the propertied, and other 
interests ; and it is not because members of 
the Upper House happen to be men of pro- 
perty themselves that they are to be consi- 
dered the representatives of property,' other 
than on behalf of themselves. The members 
of this House who reptesent country districts 
are essentially those who should be considered 
the representatives of the propertied interests 
of the country. 'What is meant by the term 
“ propertied interests”? I deny that we are 



entitled to hold' that a man with a freehold 
worth £1000 is not a propertied man, but 
that a man with one worth £20,000 is a pro- 
pertied man, and is, therefore, entitled to 
superior consideration. It is common to 
compare tlie position of the Legislative Coun- 
cil with tliS position of the House of tords ; 
but I say that the two are essentially diffe- 
rent, and that any attempt to make it appear 
that they are similar is a mockery. The 
House of Lords is composed of men who may, 
in one sense, be said to be the natural repre- 
sentatives of the propertied interests of Great 
Britain, because they are the large land- 
owners and largo landlords of the country. 
They have large bodies of tenants under them, 
and many of them are far more influential, 
and have much greater power of doing good 
to the people around them, than the princes 
of some of the smaller Continental States. 
These who absume to be the representatives 
of the propertied interests here are not the 
great landlords of the country, but the great 
tenants of the country.' We have heard it 
said in this House, very recently, and in no 
feeble tenns, that these tenants uf the coun- 
try are entitled to arrogate for thehiselves a 
position much superior to that of the other 
Representatives of the counbry. I deny that 
they are so entitled, just as I deny that there is 
any analogy between the character and posi- 
tion of the nominated branch of our Legisla- 
ture and those of the House of Lords. Be- 
cause there is not such an analogy, the 
Legislative Council is’ riot amenable to 
public opinion to the same extent as is the 
House of Lords. It is not for me now to 
discuss what may be necessary to be done to 
get rid of existing evils ; hut I suggest that 
it is worthy of consideration whether — if we 
are not to discontinue the system ol nominee- 
ism, but are still to have a non-elective Coun- 
cil— there should not be some arrangement 
by which, when difference on grave questions 
arises between the two Houses, the two could 
be brought together, .and the minority of the 
one .body, added to the majority of the 
other, be left to decide the point at issue. 
As an example of the state of things of which 
we have a right to complain, we find .that, 
in another Chamber, a great deal of time 
has been occupied this session in discussing a 
resolution, moved by one whom I may 
characterise as the professed alarmist of the 
country [the Hon. Mr Sewell] for the last 
twenty years, to the effect that “the finan- 
cial position of the Colony demands the 
grave consideration, of the Legislature.” 
That proposition was .actually argued for 
days ; though no two members could make 
out the same figures, so little did honorable 
members come to anything like agreement. 
Vet this nominated branch of the Legislature 
had the presumption to.pliwe upon record a 
resolution such as . I: have indicated: thus 
putting- it into the power of any one who 
might, be so disposed, to affect, for specula- 
tive purposes, the, .planetary position of New 
Zealand, and to bring down the price of our 
securities in the English market, by publish- 
ing that resolution, witjiont comment, in one 
of the London daily nqwspfipers. No doubt, 
a sufficient explanation. would afterwards be 
forthcoming to check the evil ; but is it right, 
I ask, that the Legislative Council of New 
Zealand should place upon record such a re- 
solution with respect to the financial position 
of the Colony, after such a discussion, and 
without considering that the fact of their so 
doing might be. used in such a way as to cost 
the Colony hundreds of thousands of pounds ? 

Chinese Boring Eods. 

The Mount Ida Ohmnide has the follow- 
ing : — “'i If the ancients equalled, or even ex- 
celled- us in what we have called above, 

‘ modern- thought,’ the present era may very 
well be given credit for unexampled powers 
of practical development. Yet it is of- in- 
terest just now to note that one of the best 
modes of practical boring comes from Cliin.a. 
A jumper of considerable weight and length 
ia suspended and worked by a rope passed 
over a wheel ; the twisting and untwisting 
of the rope gives the necessary rotatory 
motion. The jumper ia hollow, and is so 
contrived to receive and retain the d'^brin, 
by means of valves opening inwards, This 
mode has been adopted, with very little 
alteration, for blasting rock. Ordinary field 
boring, as conducted in prospecting for coal, 
is a simple though rather tedious process. 
It is done by a chisel of an indefinite length, 
from 20ft. to 1200ft. or more, the continuous 
length of which is formed by pieces of iron 
about Oft. long. The chisel at first, and for 
a number of fathoms, is lifted by the hands, 
until the weight becomes inconvenient to lift 
directly, when a lever of the first power is 
introduced. The chisel, or rod, is suspended 
from the end of it, and the workmen exert 
their power at the other, while the person in 
charge turns the chisel by a cross piece of 
wood, termed a braco-head, attaclied to it. 
Tlie process of cutting is thus performed by 
raising the chisel, turning it, and allowing it 
to fall by its own gi'avity ; and the strata cut 
is proved by introducing for the lowest 
division of the chisel a Imllow tube, with a 
valve in the bottom. When it is forced down 
into the bore the valve opens, and receives 
the broken stuff produced by the action of 
the chisel, which, when brought to the sur- 
face, is washed and preserved in samples, and 
delivered by the borer to hi.s employer, in 
proof of the journal he rondors. The writer 
from whom we take this description says, 
that ‘to perform this description of work 
well great care and attention are required, 
and though tliere are frequent failures, yet 
a skilful workman renders a very correct de- 
scription of the str.ata he bores Ihrongh, and 
generally from a few woll-selectod bores a 
good general idea can he formed of a field 
and what it contains.' ”

What Becomes of our Quicksilver. 

Has it ever struck anyone to inquire what 
becomes of all the quicksilver brought to this 
colony, and used in our mining industries '/ 
If nfit, it is a matter worthy of receiving the 
attention of some of our scientists. Quick-, 
silver in large quantities is consfimtly being 
brought into the colony, and not an imnce is 
ever sent away. After it has been used in 
amalgamating the preuions metals contained 
in the ores operated upon, it is separated from 
the metals with which it is combined by re- 
torting, and is again used in the amalgamat- 
ing pans. Thus it is used over and over again 
until it has disappeimed. -Whether it floats 
away with the water usea in amalgamating or is 
lost by evaporation, there must be vast quan- 
tities collecting somewhere,- as it is a metal 
not easily destroyed. In case it is lost by 
evaporation, it must condense and fall some- 
where near the works in which it is used ; 
and if it floats away in the water it must 
eventually find a resting-place on the bottom 
of the stream on which it ia floated away. 
It is an axiom among millmen, “wherever 
quicksilver is Inst, silver is lost ;” ihevefore 
there must be a great amount of silver 
lost. The quantity of quicksilver distributed 
monthly among the mills, and used by allu- 
vi.al claim holders, shows how much is lost. 
None is sold nr sent out with the bullion ; 
therefore, if there was no loss, the mills would 
never want any more quicksilver than enough 
to give them a start at first, as the same lot 
could be used over and over ad iiijinihim. 
But there is a loss, and a veiy large one, as 
is exactly shown by the demand for quick- 
silver, as it all goes to supplv the place of 
that which islost.— .IncWnad IPcekig HemW.

taining their object. As showing the need 
that e.xists for such an organisation, the 
Herald says that it has been ascertained be- 
yond all doubt, by those thoroughly compe- 
tent to inform themselves, that, one month 
with .another, quite 2000 ounces of gold are 
suiTciititioiisly abstracted from the Thames 
mines and crushing-machines in excess of the 
returns sent in from tlie various batteries. 

An editor in Reading advertised the other 
day that he “ would take a good dog in pay- 
ment of one year's subscription for his paper." 
The next d.ay forty- three dogs were sent to 
the office. The day afterwards, when tho 
news had spread out into the country, four 
hundred farmers had sent two dogs a-pieco 
by expres.s, with eight basketsfuU of puppies 
all marked C. 0. D. In the meantime tho 
offer made its way into the neiglibouring 
States, and before the end of the week there 
wore eight tlioiisaiid dogs tied up with ropes 
in the editor’s front and back yards, the 
assortment iiichuling all the kinds from 
bloodhounds down to poodles. A few hun- 
dred broke loose and swarmed on the stair- 
ways and in the entries, and stood outside 
the .'aiiciina .and howled, and had tights, and 
sniffed under the crack of the door as it they 
were hungry for some editor. The editor 
climbed out of the wundow, up the water- 
spout and out on the comb of the roof and 
wept. There was no issue of the p.ajier for six 
days, and tlie only way the friends of the 
eminent journalist could feed him w'as by 
sending lunch up to him in balloons. At last 
somebody bought a barrel of arsenic and 
three tons of beef, .and poisoned the dogs ; 
and the editor came down' only to find on his 
desk a bill from the mayor for eight thou- 
sand dolhars, being the municipal tax on 
dogs at one dollar imr head. He is not offei- 
iiig the same inilncement to his subscribers 
no'.v, ;ind he doesn't want a dog.
